Sheep fit in well with tobacco | 
and the Kentucky cow-and-calf 
plan. The same barn used for 
tobacco may be used for sheep. 
Tobacco is out of the way in time 
for the winter housing of sheep i 
There is no competition for labor 
between tobacco and sheep. Wool 
ranks second to cotton in im¬ 
portance as a fiber. Modern 
armies cannot defend out country 
in strategic cold climates or fight 
without protecive clohing which 
can only be made from wool. 

During the fourteenth century 
the wool industry was so impor¬ 
tant to the great world power 
Spain that laws were enacted 
making it a crime punishable by ' 
death to export a sheep from 
Spain. Spain had developed a 
fine wool type sheep, but this | 
monopoly was broken by Napo¬ 
leon's invasion of Spain early in 
the nineteenth century. British 
wool was considered a luxury by 
the early Romans Edward III ‘ 
of England prohibited under pain j 
of life and limb, the exportation 
of wool. 

Sheep have been called the 
' Animal with the golden hoof."

Come Under Penalty 

The new "59 percent penalls ” 
provision on all burlry tobacco 
grown in exre** of allotted ac¬ 
reage is in effect as of Oct. 1. 
1954. the Kentucky ARC com¬ 
mittee announced this week. 

The ASC said erroneous re¬ 
port* were circulating that thr 
old 40 percent penally applied 
until Dec. 1, 1954 on exrraa 
hurley. All hurley grown in 
1954 will be subject to the new 
penally rate, it was pointed 
out. 

Penalty on excess tobacco ts 
59 percent of the “fair market 
prtre." he said. 

DORAN CITES” , 
SCHOOL CRISIS 

Dr. Adron Doran, president of 1 
Morehead College, speaking to 
the 130 teachers of Morgan coun- | 
ty at their county-wide confer¬ 
ence here last Friday, declared 
Kentucky is facing a crisis in 
education and that teachers and 
other local leaders cannot sit back 
and let others decide the prob- ! 
lem for them. 

Dr Doran was introduced by ] 
Supt. Carl Stewart who praised j 
the new Morehead educator for j 
the interest he is showing in the 
schools of Eastern Kentucky. Dr 
Doran spoke at graduation exer¬ 
cises at the high school here last 
May. 

The Morehead prexy prefaced 
his address Friday with the ob- . 
servation that he did not know 
of any other county that was do¬ 
ing finer yvork in public educa- ' 
tion than Morgan. 

Dr. Doran said our schools be¬ 
long to the people and to society 
and that teachers and parents 
have a vested interest in them ( 
Declaring that there is an cle-1 
ment of thinking between the 
people and public education. Dr 
Doran said our teachers and citi¬ 
zens who have spent so much 
time and money on schools are 
not going to sit idly by and per¬ 
mit them to fail or be destroyed. 
"We should let the people, the 
parents know what is going on," 1 
he said. 

Section 18fi of the State con- j 
stitution was amended at the 
election last year and this will 
enable schools to be financed at 
the state level when fully put ir.to 
effect, he said.

Tobacco For Polio Drive To Be Staged Next Wednesday 


Farmero Aoked To 
Give Stripped Stick 
Of Burley In Drive 

"Operations Burley” will be 
staged throughout Morgan county 
next Wednesday, Nov. 24 to col¬ 
lect tobacco for the fight against 

polio. 

Paul Williams, vo-ag teacher at 
Morgan County high school, who 
has been named chairman of the 
tobacco for polio drive by the 
Morgan County chapter for In¬ 
fantile Paralysis, has announced ! 
that four trucks would set out 
from West Liberty Wednesday 
morning to collect sticks of strip¬ 
ped burley from growers. The 
trucks will be manned by volun¬ 
teer workers. 


Truck Routes Announced

erations Burley” next Wednes¬ 
day and the volunteers who will 
drive them will be—

This can be done by leaving 
it with an attendant who will be 
at the garage of Dr. Alec Spencer 
at his home on Glenn avenue 
The collected tobacco will be 
stored in his garage until time 
to haul it to market. 

All proceeds from the donated 
tobacco will be given to the Mor¬ 
gan County Chapter for Infantile 
Paralysis. 

Persons conducting the drive 
are donating their time in order 
to help the local chapter raise 
money for the fight against polio 
and for care of local polio pa¬ 
tients.

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Doctors Urge Public 
To Take Advantage 
Of Diabetes Testing 

More than 500 lives have been 
saved for happy, normal living as 
a result of the annual diabetes 
detection drives sponsored by the 
Kentucky State Medical Associa¬ 
tion, it was disclosed yesterday by 
Dr. Carlisle Morse. Louisvlle, 
KSMA diabetes committee chair¬ 
man, as he urged people to take 
the free test being offered by- 
Kentucky physicians during the 
week of Nov. 14-20. 

Each year one week is set aside 
by the physician members of the 
medical association during which 
free tests are given to all persons 
requesting them. Hospitals and 
laboratories in the state also co¬ 
operate in the non-fund-raising 
campaign. 

"Of the estimated 1,000,000 un¬ 
known diabetics in the United 
States, approximately 15,000 are 
in Kentucky,” Dr. Morse said. 
"Most of these are people whose 
lives can be saved for useful nor¬ 
malcy, if- they only know they 
have the disease. The drive gives 
them a chance to find out.” 

“Since the beginning of the 
annual drives in 1951,” he said, 
“we have discovered substantially 
more than 500 previously un¬ 
known diabetes victims through

“Lynching bee"? It is well to remember 
that in the Senate any member is operating 
among friends. Indeed, the complaint is often 
made that the Senate behaves too much like a 
club—closing its ranks against any outside attack. 

Nor was the present action started by partisan 
enemies—it originated with the Republicans, in¬ 
cluding he staunch Vermont brand. Moreover, 
the senator's friends and defenders joined in vot¬ 
ing for the procedures adopted—the appoint¬ 
ment of a select committee to examine the 
charges and report to the whole Senate. 

“Lynching bee”? Is there anything less like 
a lynch mob that the “greatest deliberative body 
in the world,” as the Senate is often called? And 
has the Senate ever shown itself more willing to 
delay or to dodge an unwelcome task? Even as 
the charge of mob action echoes there are rumors 
of a six-week filibuster 

"Handmaidens" of the Reds" This is the 
senator’s estimate of the Watkins committee— 
carefully chosen by the leaders of both parties 
as representative of sober, unbiased, unpressured 
Senate judgment. The committee included three 
conservative Democrats and three sound Repub¬ 
licans. Three of its members were former judges 
and the whole atmosphere of its hearings was 
calm and judicial. Its report is in no sense 
vindicative. It is mainly intent on correcting an 
impersonal error and restoring the honor of the 
Senate. 

If Senator McCarthy honestly believes these 
sober, patriotic fellow senators are "handmaid¬ 
ens.” then it may be well that he will not be the 
chairman of this committee in the next Con¬ 
gress. For he would be duty bound to call them

investigation on charges of aidng the Commies.

Friends visiting at the Dora Lee 
Home one day suggested they go 
look at Bridgecroft Children’s 
Home in Magoffin county, which 
at the time was occupied bv mis¬ 
sionaries. 

When they did just that and 
saw the big eight-room house, 
surrounded by 10 acres of land 
that would give all the play yard 
needed and then some, it was love 
at first sight. Enhancing the looks 
of fhe property, said Miss Wood 
and Rev. Miskoley, were the 
orchard, big gardens, and barn. 
It was exactly right for their 
growing family. 


About two months ago they 
mox'ed to the property in Magof¬ 
fin county. It is home to the 
children in every sense of the 
word. 

Thus it is that two missionaries 
who felt called to come to Eastern 
Kentucky to do evangelistic work 
with children, find they have a 
whole houseful of children with 
which to work and "train up in 
the way they should go.” The 
tact that all the children call 
them both “Mommy" only adds 
to their feeling of responsibility. 

When they hear expressions 
such as, “I'm not hungry any 
more." from a six-vear-old, and 
“This is 'my first new dress.” 
from an eight-year-old. they feel 
they are -ucceeding as homemak¬ 
ers as well as missionaries. 

Though maintaining their resi¬ 
dence in Magoffin county, the 
missionaries bring their children 
to West Lberty each Sunday to 
attend Sunday school at the 
Methodist church. 


When two missionaries. Rev. 
Wilma Miskoley and Miss Mar¬ 
garet Wood, iett Cleveland, Ohio, 
to come to Morgan county, they 
came w ith a mission of child 
evangelism. That was 11 years 
ago. Today they will tell you 
their mission has succeeded even 
beyond any dreams they might 
have had. for high on a hill in 
Magoffin county they are pro¬ 
viding a home for 17 children, 
with at least three more expected 
to arrive any day.

BIRTH RATE OFFSETS 
MIRGRATION IN STATE 

According to populaton estim¬ 
ates made by the Department of 
Rural Sociology, University of 
Kentucky, 209.000 more people 
left Kentucky from April 1, 1950, 
to June 30, 1954, than came into 
the state to live This represents 
an average loss to Kentucky pop¬ 
ulation, through net migration, 
of 50,000 annually. 

The out-migration trend evid¬ 
ent in Kentucky population stud¬ 
ies of the past few year’s how¬ 
ever, appears to have leveled off 
during the past year, says Paul D. 
Richardson, assistant in Rural 
Sociology at the University. The 
estimates made April 1, 1953, 
showed an average annual loss 
through net migration of 60,000 
over the three-year peroid. The 
loss to the total population dur¬ 
ing the past year and a quarter 
amounted to 31,000, which is less 
than half the rate of the three 
preceding years. When the civil¬ 
ian population only is considered. 
50,000 were lost during this period 
through migration. 

Despite such heavy losses thro¬ 
ugh migration Kentucky has 
maintained a relatively stable 
population since 1950. The total 
population, according to the 1950 
U. S. Census, was 2,944,806. The 
estimate made as of June 30, 1954, 
revealed the total population of 
Kentucky to be 2, 943 , 838, a loss 
of approximately 1,000 over the 
four-year span. The continuing 
high rate of natural increase has 
practically offset the losses by 
out-migration. The State has 
had an excess of 208,000 births 
over deaths since 1050.

This represents the 
first quarter of the fiscal year 
July, August and September. Out

Korean War Vet* 
In Training Under 
G I Bill of Rights 


Mrs. Mary Ellen Henson has 
been granted a Ford Foundation 
Fellowship for further study in 
college and for travel. 

Warren Robbins, director of the 
Foundation awards for five East¬ 
ern Kentucky counties including 
Elliott, said that Mrs. Henson so 
far is the only teacher granted 
the fellowship in Elliott. 


More veterans are now tak¬ 
ing training under the Korean 
GI Bill (Public Law 550) in Ken¬ 
tucky than at any time since the 
bill became law two years ago, 
Mr. Ray R. Adams, Manager of 
the Kentucky Veterans Adminis¬ 
tration Regional Office in Louis¬ 
ville, announced today. 

Approximately 11,400 veterans 
have taken training or are pre¬ 
sently taking training in Kentucky 
under the Korean GI Bill. This is 
approximately 18 percent of 
Kentucky’s Korean veterans who 
have returned to civil life, Adams 
estimates. 

Most of Kentucky's Korean GI 
trainees prefer schooling. Appro¬ 
ximately 38 percent entered col¬ 
leges and universities and another 
36 percent enrolled in schools be¬ 
low college level such as vocat¬ 
ional and trade schools, business 
■chools and correspondence sch¬ 
ools. On-the-job training has 
attracted 11 percent of these vet¬ 
eran.- and on-the-farm training 
has drawn 13 percent of the 
Korean veterans. Farm training 
is a combination of classroom 
work and actual supervised ex¬ 
perience in agricultral methods 
on the veteran's own farm. 

Mr. Adams pointed out that a 
recent nation-wide VA study of 
veterans training under the Kor¬ 
ean GI Bill shows they are prep¬ 
aring themselves for the high- 
skill jobs and avoiding “snap” 
courses. This study analyzed the 
courses chosen by the half-mil- 
ion post Korea veterans who had 
enrolled in training during the 
first two years of the Korean GI 
Bril 

The largest single group of vet¬ 
erans — one out of every five, or 
a total of 144,000 — enrolled for 
highly-skilled craft and trade 
occupations. Included are 37,000 
who studied mechanics, with 
automotive mechanics leading 
hm to one; 36,000 who chose 
radio and television; 21,000 in 
metalwork, and 18,000 in the 
construction trades. Smaller num¬ 
bers selected other trades such as 
printing and electrical work. 

Ten percent of the trainees— 
or a total of 51.000—chose bus¬ 
iness mangement and business 
administration, and 14,000 prep¬ 
ared to be accountants or aud¬ 
itors 

Another 10 percent, or 50,000, 
entered training in the field of 
science. The majority, 30,000, 
studied engineering, while 13,000 
otiose medicine and related cour¬ 
ses Other science courses which 
attracted substontil numbers of 
veterans were chemistry, geology, 
physics and biology. 

Among other veterans studying 
for the professions or the arts, 
NS.000 were enrolled in teaching 
courses, 9,000 in law; 6,400 in 
psychology, economics and oth¬ 
er social sciences; 2,500 for min¬ 
istry; 12,000 in art and design; 
1J00 in architecture; 2,500 in 
music, and 1,000 in journalism. 

On-the-farm trainees under 
YU ICurtili GI Bill i-uniucie. 
24,000. 

In addition to the veterans 
training for specific jobs, a num¬ 
ber of others were using the 
Korean GI Bill to acquire a gen¬ 
eral education — for most a 
jumping-off point for specili- 
zation later on. Among them, 
105,000 were in America's coll¬ 
eges and universities — 21,000 
taking liberal arts courses and 
tfc© remaining 84,000 not specify¬ 
ing their fields. 

Also, 33,000 were students in 
grade schools. 

VA said it still is too early to 
tell whether the Korean GI Bill 
course break-down will reflect 
the ultimate training patterns of 
post-Korea veterans. The two- 
year-old law is only in its early 
stages, and proportion may ch¬ 
ange as time goes on, VA said.

Clay Tobacco Co. 
Announces It will 
Buy Tobacco Scrap 

W. C. Clay, president of Clay- 
Tobacco Co., has announced that 
lie will have an order for good 
clean tobacco scrap to be deliv¬ 
ered to his redryer on the Levee 
Road after the legular marketing 
season is over. 

Mr. Clay said, “To bring top 
prices, the scrap must be free of 
-ill straw, feathers, dust, frozen 
suckers and foreign matter. I 
recommcnde that farmers start 
now saving their scrap from 
each day's stripping It should 
be put in sacks and kept free of 
filth as they strip. The scrap will 
be received, graded and weighed 
at the redryer when the regular 
selling season is over at a date 
to be announced later. It is a 
good idea to get several large 
sacks and store the scrap in the 
barn until it is ready to be re¬ 
ceived ” 

This should be good news for 
tobacco farmers as there hasn't 
been any market for farmers' 
scrap for several years and this 
should bring a little extra spend¬ 
ing money for children around 
the stripping room.
